Lord Cromer, whose mellow wisdom 
and ripo experionce of Eastern peoples 

- are still of the-utmost value to his coun-

potent truths about the Oriental attitude 
towards efficiency, Ile said, in effect,’ 
that the West. would have to modify its 
views ghont “the supreme necessity of 
offieiency ".-if self-government in the | 
Orient was to be a success. The remark 
was realy made about the - French’ ad- 
ministration of Algeria, but_ it applies 
with oven greater foree to Egypt, and 
RET more tu all Asiatic countries, Tt is 
profonndly relevant to the problems 
‘slowly arising for solution in India, An, 
interesting aspect of tho subject came up 
for discussion recently in the House of 
Lords, where Lord Midleton enlied atten-, 
tion to what we regard as the ‘ne " 
af improved sanitation. These “ neeessi- 
jes2’—of_ours -arc unquestionably_one of 
the growing points of conflict between the 
temperaments of East ind West.
